FORTY HOUSES IN
ONE BIg BUE

Two Hundred Persons Made
Homeless in a Pot-
terville Fire.

A TINDER BOX TOWN.

Inability to Get the’ Hose to
Work Renders the Firemen's
Efforts Futile,

Pittsburg, Pa,, April 22—The town of
Potterville, which was bnllt within the
enolostre of the Carpegle steel mill at
Homestead during and after the great
strike of 1802, was partlally destroyed by
fire this afternoon, forty houses belng cone
sumed,

They were frame structures, How the
fire gtarted Is not known, but It enught In
ond of the first bulldings of & row, and as
% brisk wind wag blowing It was soon be-
yond control. When the flremen resched
the geene they found that thelr hose coup-
lings were not of the sime of the water
piugs on the mill property. They had no
reducers and fully half an hour was lost
In hunting for some about the mlll. Mean-
while the workmen of the mill who could
got nway were at work with buckets, They
could do ttle or nothing to check the
spread of the flnmes,

The high wind earried sparks sll over the
village, nund when the fire fighters would
goet the flames gnbdued In one place they
broke out in another. There was a good
supply of water, otherwlse not one of the
thyee bhindred und fifty houses in the mill
yard could hnve been eanved.

The '‘occupants of the houses were In
most cnses Poles, Rlovs and negroes. Those
wha llved [ the bulldlngs thot were
burned lost most of their honsehold goods,

The fire eame so quickly that they could
not remove them ta a place of safety. The
houses heing of the shell wort went up in

auf when one cnught fire It wou
doomed.

It wan at Brat reported thnt one min
at loast nnd a number of small chiidren
hud been burged to death, and the wall-
Ing af frantle women searchiiig In the
erowds for thelr lttle ones was plttable.
Froni Inat reports all the missing hind Been
acconntesd for.,

Ad soon as the fire got beyond contral the
peopie {n the houses threatendd were taken
oat of the village and kept ont by men
u: on guard for that porposde. It was
oared that they wonld be temfted to risk
thely lives to save some of thelr goods,
Over 210 peraons were made homeless,
#Bome of the burned out familles ecamped
out imdar ennvas in the base ball park, not
far from tha scene of the fire,

The tefal loss will probably resch $25,000,
The houses were owned by the Corpegle
Bteal Cowppany, The town was callod Por-
torville, after Jokn Potter, who wis Euper-
Interdent of the Homestend Stae]l Works
during the strike,

The Would-Be Bank Robber

Tricked by a Bright
Detective.

LATTER POSED AS A PAL.

Persuaded the Criminal to Give
Knockout Drops to a Vic-
tim in His Presence.

Ralph Powers aond J, J. Hoadley, the
former at one time an acrobat in Barvom's
clreun, are prisoness in the strongest cells
In the jail at Ticonderoga, N. Y. They are
held on the nominal charge of malicicos
mlseliaf, bt the real erime attributed to
them Ig plotting to rob the Flrat National
Bank of the town, with the avowed Inten-
tlon of committing murder If tiecessary to
earry out the rohbery.

the company's dynamos he hud no Iden
that the dlsabling of the plant wis part of
& scheme adopted by ove Of his former
smployes to ald In the ecarrylng on of
depredations wiille the town was plunged
In darkness. Thls former gmploye s Rulph
Powors, who has been cleverly ensniared by
a detective belonging to the dgency of A,
L. Drummond, ex-chief of the Govermmnent
Beeret Service.

Drummond’'s pgency was pasignsd by the
Electrie Light Company to find the culprin
who wns destroylng the company's plant.
